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SELECTMEN’S 
ANNUAL LETTER — 1960 





To the Citizens: 


For the first time in many years the town is in debt. The School 
District, of course, has had a bonded debt for nine years, yet the new 
school is now half paid for. However, the town itself now has a 
bonded debt in the form of water bonds issued last year, all as per 
your votes. We enjoy a favorable tax and debt climate in New Castle 
for several reasons. Some of them are: the limited town road mileage 
that we have to maintain, judicious decisions on new and large capital 
outlays, high tax revenue from interest and dividends, and last but not 
least, the revenue from our ‘‘industry’’ — the Wentworth Hotel. 


This new debt of ours shows up by indicating a ‘“‘deficit’’ in the 
town balance sheet (see page 14). This is not a true picture, how- 
ever, because while the debt is actual and real, it is a long term debt. 
In other words, if we deduct the outstanding bonds ($40,000.00) from 
the deficit —- we have a surplus of over $5,000.00. This is a current 
operating surplus. In other words, for the fiscal year 1960, the town 
wound up with a cash surplus of over $5,000.00. 


This cash surplus leads directly to one other item that we feel 
needs to be pointed out. Part of this $5,000.00 surplus is due to sale 
of cemetery lots. In 1960 these sales amounted to $900.00. There is 
$375.00 due for 1961 already. The cemetery Trustees desire, and we 
agree, that such funds should be used for cemetery improvement and 
enlargement. Your consideration and action at town meeting is urged. 


The 2% acres of land plus 300 feet of Sandy Beach was purchased 
from the Federal Government last year, as per your vote, and the 
$800.00 advanced to the town by private parties was repaid with a 
letter of thanks to each person. 


Two departmental budgets were heavily overspent in 1960. One 
of them, winter highway maintenance, is a quite obvious one. Usually 
a sizeable amount is. left over in this snow removal account. Once in 
a while we get clobbered and 1960 was a first-class beating. The other 
overspending was in the town poor account. The entire amount spent, 
however, will be recovered from the estate of the person involved. We 
regret to say that the person who was assisted has passed away. 


Fort Constitution, that is the old section on the point known as 
Fort William and Mary, has been acquired by the State of New Hamp- 


~ 
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shire as an historical monument site and will be administered by the 
Department of Recreation under the direction of Mr. Russell Tobey, 
the commissioner. 


We would call your attention to a warrant article with respect to 
a cash balance remaining from the water bond issue. This balance is 
the result of putting the bond issue money to work in short term U. S. 
Government securities until such time as was required to pay the 
contractor. Needed are a few fire hydrants in the town and your vote 
to approve transfer of the balance for this purpose is needed. 


You may have noticed by reading the newspapers that New Castle 
is apparently not planning to join the proposed mosquito control dis- 
trict. This is not quite true. New Castle has for a number of years 
spent far more per capita for mosquito control than any of the towns 
or the City of Portsmouth. We have advised the proposed district that 
if they wish to attempt to do a real and thorough job and will meet 
our appropriation on a basis of per capita, per square mile of area, or 
per million dollars of tax valuation, we will be happy to discuss the 
matter seriously with them. 


Finally, we wish to call. to your attention that Camp Langdon 
may be offered for sale in the very near future. We have no proposals 
to make in this connection, but suggest that this prospect be given 
serious thought.

from the State of New Hampshire. 


9. To see if the District will vote to authorize and accept the 
employment of an assistant to the Superintendent of Supervisory Union 
No. 21, this Article to take effect for the Supervisory Union year begin- 
ning with July 1, 1961 and to raise and appropriate the District’s 
pro rata share of an Hight Thousand Dollar ($8,009.00) salary, of a 
One Thousand Dollar ($1,000.00) travel allotment, and a $150.00 
equipment purchase, namely Two Hundred Forty-Three and 39/100 
($243.39): provided that each of the other Districts in the Supervisory 
Union vote to accept this Article and to raise and appropriate their 
pro rata share of the salary, travel, and equipment allotment. 


10. To see if the District will vote to adopt the Town Supervisors 
of the Check List as the School District Supervisors of the Check List. 


11. To see what sum of money the District will raise and appropriate

for the support of schools, for the salaries of School District officials 
and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District, 
and to authorize the application against said appropriation of such 
sums as are estimated to be received from the state equalization fund 
together with other income, the School Board to certify to the Select- 
men the balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by the Town. 


12. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S 
ANNUAL REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District of New Castle: 
“T view education as the most important subject we, as a people, can, 
be engaged in.’’ — Abraham Lincoln. 


I wish to take a few moments of your time to submit my third 
and final report as your Superintendent of Schools. It has been a 
privilege to be associated with your school and community. Whatever 
success has been achieved during my tenure has been the direct result 
of the fine cooperation granted me by the people of New Castle. I 
wish you and your school the best of success in the future. 


The adage that ‘“‘big things come in small packages’’ certainly 
applies to your ‘‘small’’ school. Those of us who are familiar with educa- 
tional processes are appreciative of the fine work accomplished at the 
Trefethen School and we take pride in being a part of that work. 


Your three teachers, Mrs. Florence Thompson, Mrs. Marie Hodg- 
kins, and Mrs. Pearl Woodeson are the persons most responsible for 
the progress continually unfolding in the three classrooms. Each of 
these persons is an experienced teacher, wise from years of experience 
yet always eager to attempt something new and, possibly, better. A | 
multiple-grade classroom can be excellent but it takes your type of 
teacher to make it so. 


However, anything can be improved and we must always strive 
toward that improvement. The addition to the building, mentioned in 
previous reports, is still necessary. I hope you won’t wait too long 
before taking positive action. It stands to reason that one teacher, now 
dividing her time between two grades with excellent results, could 
have even better results if her time was devoted to but one grade. 
The decision is yours. I hope you soon make it a positive one in, regard 
to the addition. 


The children of New Castle continue to benefit from improved 
technique of instruction. The most dramatic of these are the lessons 
via educational television. New Castle has used the programs from 
both Channel 11 (Durham, N. H.) and Channel 2 (Cambridge, Mass.) 
with good effect. AS ETV becomes more active it will be necessary to 
“pick and choose’ even more than we do now. However, it is a per- 
manent part of education and will become more vital in the years 
ahead. We are fortunate to be among the first to take advantage of it. 
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Our science and arithmetic curriculum committees, begun last 
year, are nearing a completion of the first phase of their task. The 
results of their efforts will aid in improving instruction in both of 
these subject areas. Other studies will be undertaken when these are 
complete. In this fashion, our curriculum will keep pace with the ever 
changing demands of society. 


At one time it appeared that Supervisory Union #21 would be 
reorganized with New Castle transferring to another administrative 
unit. This did not materialize, however, and our school system will 
remain the same for another year, .at least. 


Because of the large, and ever-increasing, size of this Supervisory 
Union the 26 School Board members of the eight school districts have 
proposed that further consideration be given to the employment of an 
Assistant to the Superintendent. I am hopeful that this measure gains 
the majority support required thus permitting the services of this 
position. 


The employment of clerical assistance at the Trefethen School 
was a splendid decision on the part of the School Board. More and more 
it is being realized that our teachers must be relieved of routine chores 
in order to devote more time to teaching. This is especially true in 
your school where the Teacher also serves as Principal. Mrs. Coyle’s 
efficiency and ability have been an asset to the educational program. 


The budget, not yet completed at this writing, will include 
several increases. I do not think that any of the amounts are exces- 
Sive and I am certain you will support your School Board’s recommen- 
dations in this regard. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all who have assisted with 
the function of the Trefethen School. Teachers, School Board mem- 
bers, interested citizens, volunteer aides, and the staff of the central 
office, with special mention of Miss Leota Whitcomb, Helping Teacher, 
and Miss Edith Hammond, Executive Assistant, have all shared in the 
progress that is manifest. 


I have enjoyed serving you and shall always be grateful for your 
part in the granting of the matchless opportunities that have been my 
good fortune to receive. Again, my best wishes for your future success.
